THE RECREATION PROGRAM REPORT FOR 1952 

The animal ten-week summer recreation program got under 
way this year during the last week of June, and it extended to the 
25th of August. Previous to the opening of this ten-week program, 
the playground supervisors attended a state sponsored three-day 
school. This school is devised with purpose of bringing the super- 
visors up-to-date as to the latest playground methods and de- 
velopments. This year this school was conducted at Lake Fair lee. 

During the course of the summer program, the playground 
supervisors devised and followed a plan which enabled people of 
every age group equal opportunity in using playground facilities. 
In order to do this, we set up the following schedule. Children 
from 6-16 had first consideration during the morning and after- 
noon programs. These hours were from 9-11:30 a. m. and from 
1:30-3:30 p. m. The morning program was usually devoted to 
baseball, tennis, basketball, volleyball and arts and crafts. The 
afternoon program included all of the activities offered during 
the morning, anil also included trips to the Rutland swimming 
pool three times a week — Monday, Wednesday, and Friday after- 
noons. The playground also offered two movies free of charge 
during the summer. These were presented at the Joy theater. 

There were also some special events conducted during the 
course of the summer. Some of these included a bicycle and 
wheel parade, a doll and stuffed animal show, a costume contest, 
and a tennis tournament. 

The adult recreation program, on the other hand, was con- 
ducted in the evening. Among the activities offered were tennis, 
softball, baseball, picnic facilities a field event and a band con- 
cert* Let's discuss each of these in greater detail.

A softball league was organized at the beginning of the season 
and six teams were entered. These were as follows: Midgets, 
Wooderville, Clowns, Hillbillies, Oldtimers, and Green Mountain. 
The league play was divided into two rounds. Woderville emerged 
the winner in the first round, after winning a j) lay-off game to win 
that honor. A game featuring both round champions was necess- 
ary to decide the championship, and the Midgets managed by 
“Butch” Godek took the game and the league championship by 
defeating Wooderville. Following the game Mr. Henry Smyrski, 
Recreation Director, presented the winning manager with a 
rotating trophy which was donated to the league by Mr. Charles 
Montgomery. 

This year a major step forward was taken when two tennis 
courts were prepared and put into use. This part of the program 
was highly successful, for these courts were in constant use from 
dawn to dusk. At the end of the year four tennis tournaments 
w r ere held. These four tournaments covered the various age 
ranges in both men’s and women’s divisions. It is hoped that this 
will be an annual affair and that it will grow in time. 

Without a doubt, the crowning achievement of the program 
was the combination field day and band concert held mid-way 
through the season. It was estimated that between 600-700 per- 
sons were in attendance at this affair. In addition to various 
races and contests, the new ly organized school band under the 
leadership of Mr. Napoleon Ianni gave a band concert. Their 
efforts were very well received and the program w as so well re- 
ceived that a series of these concerts are being considered as part 
of the regular program next year. 

Just as there are items of success that we like to report on, so 
must we discuss or at least mention parts of the program which 
could have been more successful. Foremost in this category w as 
a definite lag in interest in the summer outdoor basketball league. 
Last year this was very popular, and we were quite surprised to 
find such a change in so short a time. I can offer possible sug- 
gestions for this vast change. The most probable reason was a 
shift in interest from basketball to tennis, perhaps because tennis 
was something new on the playground. Another strong possibil- 
ity was the extreme heat, especially in the early part of the season. 
In an attempt to rekindle this lost interest, I think the basket- 
ball court should be moved from its present situation, adjacent 
to the tennis court, to the area just in back of the high school. 
This change would also prevent a great deal of interference be- 
tween basketball and tennis brought on by their proximity. 
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I think at this point that T should mention some of the major 
changes in equipment which added immensely to the improve- 
ment of the playground. The first item was the purchase of a 
‘Munglo Jim/' a device very helpful in building strong bodies, 
and one which saw a great deal of use. Another vast improvement 
was the purchase of a completely new set of swing and teeter- 
totters. The best and most practical purchase during the past 
year, in my estimation, was a combination power mower and 
sickle-bar. This piece of equipment has enabled an efficient and 
periodical cutting of the grass, and weeds surrounding the play- 
ground area the net result being a neat, well-kept appearance 
which is certainly a welcome change. Mr. Stanley Pietryka con- 
structed two sturdy tables for playground use width can be used 
for the arts and crafts classes for the children, or picnic tables for 
adults. A fireplace plus a few more such tables would be another 
welcomed progressive step* 

In concluding this animal report, ! can't help notice and 
comment on the progress achieved in our program in recent years. 
Just as engineers strive for perfection in their field, we must also 
continue to progress and improve* Since I w ill probably be 
making my last report, i feel more at ease in making certain 
suggestions. 1 honestly feel that the playground staff should be 
increased from the present three members to four* I think that 
it would be to everyone’s advantage if there were two boys and 
two girls to take care of everyone. 1 am not implying that four 
people are needed there at all times; as a matter of fact, under the 
present system only one member is on hand for the evening pro- 
gram. Consequently, there have been times when the playground 
supervisor was called upon to umpire a softball game, referee a 
basketball game and hand out other equipment at the same t ime. 
This is not intended as sarcasm but as constructive criticism aimed 
at improving the efficiency of the playground. 

1 have one other pet suggestion that I would like to mention 
at this point. This concerns the possibility of organizing a Junior 
American Legion baseball team. It seems quite ironic that the 
town with the best baseball diamond in the state, with the poss- 
ible exception of Centennial Field, does not take advantage of 
this wonderful opportunity* If would certainly seem to be a sug- 
gestion worth looking into* 

In conclusion on behalf of my two assistants, Miss Mary 
Pietryka and Miss Kathleen Mumford, and myself 1 wish to 
thank everyone for making the past season an enjoyable one*

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SCHOOL NURSE REPORT 
Year Ending December 31, 1952 

There were 563 pupils registered in September of 1952 in the 
Public and Parochial schools of West Rutland* 

These pupils were checked twice during the school year by 
the School Nurse with special emphasis on correction of defects 
found , such as, faulty nutrition, defective teeth, tonsils, eyes, 
ears, posture and cleanliness. 

A health record is kept of each child and parents are not ified 
of the defects found. 

In April 1952 a survey of the Town was taken and a well 
baby and pre-school clinic held during the month. There were 158 
babies and pre-school children examined by Drs, 8m ol inski and 
Fregosi and given immunization for Diptheria and Tetanus 
Toxoid, Small-pox vaccine and Rooster shots* 

In- October and November 1952 physical examinations of 
pupils in grades 1 and 3 in both schools were offered by the State, 
Miss Barbara Cantwell, Public Health nurse was in charge. 
There were 50 children examined by Dr, Smol inski and parents 
notified of defects found in the children* 

There were 23 pupils given initial immunization against 
Diptheria, Tetanus and Whooping Cough; 44 given Rooster 
doses; 5 vaccinated against Small-pox and 23 examined with no 
shots given. 

An X-ray clinic was held at the Main Street school on 
Thursday, October 23, Miss Constance Ctalaise, Public Health 
Nurse and Miss Helen Lucachhie, X-ray technician of the Mobile 
Unit from Burlington, Miss Barbara Cantwell and Miss She- 
nowski, Public Health muses from Rutland were here and Miss 
Lois Steams head of the Public Health Nursing Division from 
Middlebury, There were 194 Chest X-rays taken* Students 177, 
Elementary Teachers 6; High School Teachers 8, Student Teach-

Urinalysis were offered to all school children during Diabetic 
week of November 19 in both the public and parochial school.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
PROGRAM 


The Vermont Department of Health since July l, 1952 has 
offered a program which affords an opportunity for all the towns 
in the State to have some Public Health Nursing Service, Prior 
to this date, certain towns did not share the benefits of this Ser- 
vice* The offering of a state-wide Public Health Nursing Service 
has necessitated the need of making it a limited program due to 
the amounts of funds available for this purpose. This service has 
been financed entirely by State and Federal Tax funds. No 
town contributions are required* 

Under the new program, it is necessary for local citizens and 
school personnel to take the initiative in the developing of their 
own community health programs with the advice and assistance 
of the Public Health Nurse* 

In addition to assisting with the health program for infants, 
preschool and school children, the Public Health Nurse, under the 
supervision of the family physician, may give services to persons 
reported with tuberculosis and venereal disease, since the control 
of these diseases is delegated by law to the Health Department, 

The report of Miss Agnes MoElroy and Miss Barbara Cant- 
well, Public Health Nurses, for the period January I, 1952 
through December 31, 1952 shows the following services were 
given by them. 

Medical conferences were the responsibility of Mr, F. N.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 

The School Board begins its report for the current school 
year 'with a note of sadness and with a note of regret. We begin 
it with a note of sadness, for this year has seen the passing from 
our midst of a man who for over a period of forty years devoted a 
large portion of his time to the service of his community for the 
welfare of its ckoools, Thomas Mull any died the 14th of October 
1952. He was born in West Rutland and spent his entire lifetime 
in this town. He served as a janitor of our schools for many years, 
and for a period of forty-two years, almost one-half of his life 
time, he served on the school board. We begin this report with a 
note of regret because we have lost forever the services of Thomas 
Mulhuiy. The town 1ms lost a loyal public servant, the school 
children have lost a friend. We shall all miss him. 

In continuation of its long term planning for the complete 
reconditioning of its combined high school and elementary build- 
ing, the school board during the summer months engaged the 
firm of Vartlen Brothers Roofing Co., Inc., of Albany, N. Y. to 
remove the old roof from the building and replace it with a new 
Kopper's 20 year bonded roof. This type of roof is an excellent 
type for this climate. It is composed of hot pitch integrated with 
layers of felt and completely covered with gravel. In addition to 
this repair work, both of the marble parapets on the north and 
south sides of the building were completely removed and relaid. 
These walls are now plumb and weather tight. The entire repair 
work on the roof ran well into nine thousand dollars, but this was 
work that was a must on the agenda of the school board, and it is 
felt by the board that the money has been well and worth while 
invested. 

Iu addition to the work on the roof, the window trim of all 
the windows of the building was painted, as well as all the metal 
work over the entrances and windows. The windows were all 
carefully inspected and wherever any decay was evident, new 
window trim was installed. 

On the second floor of the building all of the old curtains 
were replaced with new ones. This is part of the plan to have all 
window curtains renewed over a three year period. There is left 
now only the top floor to be renewed, and these curtains will be 
installed during the coming summer months. 

It is also contemplated by the school board to continue on 
with the re-decorating of the different class rooms along the lines 
established in the rooms occupied by grades one and two. The 
work the past year was held in abeyance due to the repair work 
on the roof, but this summer it is planned to go ahead with this 
re-decorating. The locker rooms below the gymnasium which 
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have been in constant use ever since the opening of the school 
building in 1029 should now be completely done over and modern- 
ized. The old lockers are to be removed and are to be replaced by 
new ones, The school board believes that these shower rooms and 
lockers should be placed in the very best of condition for the use 
of the students and should be kept in that condition. 

It is a pleasure to state that during the present school year 
the elementary grades were completely equipped with now text, 
books. The reading system has been completely brought up to 
date, bringing it into conformity with present trends in this phase 
of elementary educational work. Tlie comments received from the 
elementary instructors have been very gratifying to us, and we 
are happy indeed to be able to place in their hands, up to date and 
modem texts to work with. 

There was only one change in the high school faculty due to 
resignations. Our commercial instructor resigned to take a posi- 
tion out of the State. We were able to secure the services of a well- 
qualified teacher to take over this position, and the work in this 
department has progressed very well during the present year. 

The schools once again took advantage of the school medical 
conference that is offered annually to the first and third grade 
pupils. This conference is a medical examination of the students 
iu these grades, both parochial and public. Immunization is also 
offered to pupils needing it. As usual, many of the parents of the 
children attended the conference, and the results of the examina- 
tions were talked over with them. We feel that this program is a 
splendid thing for our children, ft is a splendid indication of the 
interest the State Department of Health has in the welfare of the 
children that attend our schools. 

At the request of the Public Health Officer, Dr. F. J. Smolin- 
ski, the State Department, of Health sent their mobile X Hay 
unit to West Rutland, together with their personnel. Chest 
X Ray examinations were made of the pupils of the high school 
and of the eighth grades of both public and parochial schools. T u 
all, the following examinations were made: 177 students; 8 high 
school teachers; l> elementary teachers; 1 student teacher; 1 nurse 
and 1 janitor. This examination was done during the month of 
October. 

During the month of November, in connection with the 
Diabetes Week program, 307 Urinalysis examinations were made 
of those students who desired to take advantage of this opportun- 
ity. All this work was done by our school nurse, Mrs. Esther 
Nelson, aided by several girls from the High School chemistry 
class. 

The Hot Lunch Program, which is sponsored by the Parent 
Teachers 5 Association, was again in operation this year. As in 
former years, the program began on the 1st of December and will 
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continue until the 1st of April- An average of from 140 to 150 
hot lunches is being served each day. The type of lunch served 
lls is year is Ulo Class A Lunch, and it is maintained at a price of 
15c for students and 25u fur adults* One of the reasons that this 
extremely low cost can be maintained is the fact that members of 
the Parent Teachers' Association themselves serve the lunch to 
the children. These members find the time out of a busy day to 
come to the school and help in the operation of this splendid pro- 
gram. We 1 rope that the children who take advantage of this 
program appreciate the work these members are doing to insure 
the success of this hot lunch program. 

Last year we mentioned that we were looking forward with 
a great deal of interest to the first concert of the school band. 
This first concert was given during the month of May of this last 
year. It was given under direction of Mr. Iamb. It was a grand 
success, and we feel that we have a school baud that we may very 
well be proud of. The band rehearsed all during the summer 
months and gave an outdoor concert during the mont h of August 
in connection with the town’s recreation program. The concert 
this time was held on the athletic field and was exceptionally 
well attended. A third concert was given doling the present 
winter in the high school gymnasium, and this last concert was a 
very excellent one indeed. The Parent Teachers' Association is 
to be congratulated upon the sponsoring of such a worth while 
and splendid project for our schools. The Association now in- 
forms us that the next concert may very well see the band 
equipped with new uniforms. VYc wish them every success in this 
new project. 

The school bus schedule is being operated this year to all 
intents and purposes much on the same lines as last year. There 
is one important change, however, in the routing of the bus, The 
bus continues to make four trips daily to Whipple Hollow and 
Pleasant Street to accommodate students from those areas. The 
Pleasant Street route lues been extended to cover the Clarendon 
Avenue section up as far as Dewey Avenue to take care of the 
young children who live in that area. This necessitated a change 
in scheduling, but the school board felt that the bus service is for 
the pupils of the town, and any change that could lie effected 
would be made for the accommodation of these children. In some 
cases where it was inadvisable to send the school bus, arrange- 
ments were made vbth the Rutland Bus Company for the trans- 
portation of those children where such transportation would be 
of benefit to them, 

in continuation of its policy to acquaint the citizens of West 
Rutland with the trends in school enrollment in the town, there 
is appended a chart which covers such enrollment over the past 
ten years.
